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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment to the claims filed September 30, 20 1 0 is acknowledged by examiner 
and has been entered. Claims 1, 6 and 13 have been amended and claims 2 and 14 are 
cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed September 30, 201 0, with respect to claims 1-5 and 12-17 
have been fully considered and are persuasive in view of the amendment and filed 
arguments. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1-5 and 12-17 has been withdrawn and the 
request for rejoinder of claims 6-11 has been granted. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3-13, and 15-17 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Yoshimura et al. (US 
5,641,572), Shue et al. (US 4,489,129) and Harris (US 4,910,289) have been determined 
to be the closest prior art of record. 

As to independent claims 1, 6 and 13 , the above prior art fails to teach or suggest 
a composite material, method of producing a composite material or coated reinforcing 
fibers wherein a proportion of polyphenylene sulfide relative to the reinforcing fibers is 
0.002 to 0.009 percent by weight as recited by applicant. Additionally, applicant has 
shown criticality of the claimed range. Claims 3-5, 7-12 and 14-17 are dependent on 
claims 1, 6, and 13 , therefore they also contain allowable subject matter.
